Present Indication« are that Senator Taft will go 
to the Rep ublican national convention with 45 of 
Ohio’« 53 delegates—a fair measure of Ohio’s confi­ 
dence in his bid for the p residential nomination. 
Tnft's success in the p residential p rimary Tuesday 
p roved that Harold E. Stassen overestimated his 
strength in a two-way contest with Ohio’s senior sen­ 
ator The eight delegates Stassen p icked up were not 
enough to up set any ap p lecarts in p residential p olitics 
They p roved that Mr. Stassen can p ull votes, but that 
was a matter that needed no p roving after Wisconsin 
and Nebraska. 
Two things must be remembered In making an 
estimate of the effect of the delegate contest in Ohio. 
Stassen strategists sought 23 delegate« in 11 con­ 
gressional diaricts and the delegate-at-large slate. They 
selected the 11 districts with an eye to Senator Taft’s 
showing in them when he ran against William PickreJ 
for the (J. S. senate in 1946. Then they chose to run 
only one candidate for delegate-at-large in a field of 
10, an arrangement that seemed to make th« ir lone 
candidate, Carrington T. Marshall, a sure bet. Politi­ 
cally sp eaking, the dice were loaded in Mr. Stassen’« 
favor. Yet the dice failed to p erform as exp ected, p ar­ 
ticularly when Mr, Marshall failed to finish among 
the first nine candidates for delegate-at-large. 
The other thing to remember Is that contest* for 
Ohio convention delegates are an old Buckeye cus- 
tim, even when favorite sons are running. Among 
voters conscious of this p recedent, the loss of delegates 
to outside contenders isn’t evidence of weakness, un­ 
less the loss hap p ens to be overwhelming. It wasn’t 
overwhelming Tuesday. 
If Mr. Stassen had won twice as many delegates 
as he did win. it would have been a setback for Sena­ 
tor Taft. But there has been no setback. Taft is still 
a major contender for the nomination—the chief con­ 
tender, as far as Ohio Rep ublican* are concerned. They 
have given him the sup p ort he has earned by his strong 
and cap able leadership of the Rep ublicsn p arty. They 
resp ect Mr. Stassen for making a good try, but they 
will continue to sup p ort Senator Taft—more strongly 
than ever now because he has taken his case to them 
directly and been given a fresh mandate.

LEAD, S. D.—A gold miner is 
about as likely to see an elephant 
underground as he is gold, 
And if he did see it he probably 
wouldn't recognize it. This is one 
of the oddities of digging out the 
yellow metal that gives the boys at 
Fort Knox something to guard and 
provides the nation's dentists some­ 
thing to fill a tooth with besides an 
ache. 
“ It is very rare to find free specks 
of gold,” said Harlan Walker, assis­ 
tant general manager of the Home- 
stake mine, largest in the Americas. 
“ M i n e r s 
can 
work 
years here 
and 
never 
see 
any.” 
M a n y 
miners 
can’t even deter­ 
mine ore-bearing 
rock from waste 
or “ country rock.'* 
Sites Worth wrrk- 
lng 
are outlined 
by skilled mining 
engineers. 
Gold mining is 
an 
intricate 
in­ 
dustry 
compara­ 
ble in many ways to an automobile 
factory. It takes many skills to glean 
from one ton of ore its final pro­ 
duct—barely enough gold to make a 
man’s wedding ring. And it may 
cost 
$200,000 
or 
more 
to 
blast 
through rock to reach an ore body 
worth working. 
Practically everything taken out 
of the mine is put back in with one 
noteworthy 
exception — the 
gold. 
After the ore has been crushed and 
passed through meshes of a screen 
finer than the sifting cloth used in 
flour mills, the waste sand is pumped 
back Into the mine as *fUT’ to pre­ 
vent wall collapses. 
Gold miners a ir a hardy, snuff- 
rlit*In« crew who hold a high db- 
dain for coal mines. They work a 
seven-hour, rix-day week and the 
top workers earn *12 to *15 a day. 
They live a mile above sea level 
here and work a mile from their 
homes—straight down. 
Their chief task is drilling seven- 
foot holes In the tunnel face and 
stuffing them with dynamite which 
they set off at the end of their 
shift, laborers then do the mucking 
—loading the blasted ore with power 
shovels 
Some Idea of the siae of the op­ 
erations in tlds massive mine that 
has produced *460.000.000.000 in 7 0 
years: 
. . . . . . 
It produces 1,400,000 tons of ore 
in a normal year. 
It pumps out 500 gallons of water 
a mlnuje and pumps In 235,000 cu­ 
bic feet of fresh air. 
• * 
It has 37 levels. 120 miles of tun­ 
nels. 
It burns 7 7 * mites of fuse a year 


to set off 3,600,000 » ticks of dyna­ 
mite—fame 100,000 pounds a month. 
Its gient main hoists can haul up 
nine-ton load« of ore at three times 
the speed of the fastest passenger 
elevators in New York skyscrapers. 
At present the gold mining Indus­ 
try In the United Sta tes is in a 
flump. The Homestake mine is op­ 
erating a t only about 60 percent 
capacity. 
“ Before the war the United Sta tes 
produced 14 percent of the world’s 
gold each year," Walker said. “ Now 
it produces only about 5 percent. 
‘ The reasons? The present cell­ 
ing price on gold, shortage of labor, 
higher costs and high taxes.“ 
It takes 20 days and Incredible 
labor to harvest from 35 tons of 
ondvg ore in the mine the one 
pound or leas of gold bullion that 
■merges from the refinery. 
But Walker is weary of people 
who say: 
“ Why go to all that trouble? It is 
iust taken out of one hole here and 
put back into another hole at Fort 
Knox." 
Hts reply: 
“ If the gold wasn’t mined the 
country would soon find out how 
important it is. It has many Indus­ 
trie! u ses-a n d there never was a 
nation tha t felt It had enough for 
money." 
One indication of Its value: They 
can bum the suit of coveralls worn 
by a refinery worker here and re­ 
cover enough gold dust to buy three 
new suits.

TEST "SANITY" 
CODE IN USAGE 
THIS YEAR, PLEA 


On© of Writers of New 
Code Say s Enforcement 
Needs Tightened 


(By United Proas) 
CHICAGO, May 6—A test of the 
NCAA “san ity code,” design ed to 
preserve the amateur purity of col­ 
lege athlet;s, appeared immin en t 
today. 
Dr. J ames L. Morrill, president 
of thé University of Minnesota and 
one of the staunchest supporters of 
the purity code, contended that the 
NCAA members could clean up sports 
at the conference level, but that 
the NCAA itself is adequate be­ 
cause of its size. 
Such a statem en t from a man 
who has twice spoken at NCAA con ­ 
ven tion s durin g the period when the 
san ity code” was bein g developed 
could mean on ly that he kn ew of 
violation s, or of practices which 
might be con sidered violation s by 
the NCAA complian ce committee. 
Thus It appeared th at the code, 
adopted by the NCAA with n umer­ 
ous stren gthen in g amen dmen ts last 
Jan uary, was destin ed for a test 
within a year. 
Machinery to enforce the code 
has been set up,” an NCAA spokes­ 
man said today , “ and the NCAA is 
prepared for any steps to be taken 
under it." 
At the same time the committee 
completed its plan s for action on 
complain ts of 
violation s 
by 
an y 
member school. 
The 
en forcemen t 
machin ery is based on thorough in ­ 
vestigation at the in stitution al level, 
an d the committee will In vestigate 
every reported violation . 
Morrill made n o specific charges 
again s an y In stitution . His speech 
was behin d closed doors a t a ses­ 
sion of the Nation al Association of 
rotate un iversities, but he made 
public a digest of his remarks. 
The athletic conferences, he said, 
must furnish the purpose and ma­ 
chinery to enforce the high ideals 
of intcdeollegiate athletic competi­ 
tion. For the NCAA “ can hardly be 
considered more than a ‘least com­ 
mon denominator’ of athletic re­ 
form.” 
As a represen tative of Min n esota, 
lon g on e of the most con servative 
in stitution s in the western con fer­ 
en ce, there probably was some the 
oehin d Morrill's smoke.

The curly haired Impresario of 
Ohio State un iversity’s shaky foot­ 
ball fortun es apparen tly is caught 
in an in exorable whirlpool. 
The situation Is on e which he has 
had on ly a small part in shapin g. 
Yet, barrin g un foreseen develop­ 
men ts, he Is likely to be the victim, 
the fall guy, the scapegoat of that

Doubtless, someon e warn ed the

tricky un dertows when he accepted 
the Ohio State coachin g job a little 
over a year ago. 
Maybe it was that very warn in g 
that en forced Fesler’s desire to re­ 
turn to his alma mater as chief foot­ 
ball factotum.

Un den iably a football gen i­ 
us an d a man of immen se person ­ 
ality, Brown has a huge followin g 
an d a surprisin g desire to return 
as OSU coach-athletic director. 
4. The fact that Fesler assumed 
the grid post after OSU fojthall 
fortunes were already on the down­ 
grade; and that he took office si­ 
multaneously with a new athletic 
director, a new assistant director 
and even a new ticket chieftain. 
In the latter con n ection , the tri­ 
umvirate of Fesler, Athletic Director 
Dick Larkin s an d Ticket Director 
Oscar Thomas made their full share 
of mistakes as freshmen in admin is­ 
tration of the vast Ohio State ath­ 
letic en terprise.
